The body was exhumed from the 


Oakwood burial plot June 20 when 
Drs. William B. McNaliy and J. 
.1. Kearns performed a post mor- 
tem here. Their reports, both of 
which showed that arsenic 
def- 


initely was present, confirmed the 
previous finding and the susprcions 
of Dr. Lesage. 


A temporary death 
certificate 


listing ulcers as the cause of death 
had been issued bv Dr. Lesage at 
the time of Richards' death. He 
told the inquest that the ulcer of 
the trachea and other complica- 
tions which Richards suffered were 
caused by arsenic poisoning.

in Majestic Rites 


Vatican City, July 8—(AP) — 


Church bells pealed throughout the 
Eternal City of Rome yesterday to 
proclaim the elevation of Mothei 
Frances Xavier Cabrini to saint- 
hood in the Roman Catholic church 
—the first time such an honor 
has been conferred upon a citizen 
of the United States. 


I 
Pope Pius XII. presiding over 


the majestic rites of cannomzation. 
declared that "the 
nations and 


peoples will learn troni her— who 
ardently loved her fatherland and 
scattered the treasures of her 
charity and labors even to other 
countries—that they are called to 
constitute a single family, a family 
that must not be divided in stormy 
rivalry." 


The ceremony, rich in the re- 


ligious pageantry of the Catholic 
church, began at 8:15 a.m. (1:15 
a.m. CDT) in the brilliantly light- 
ed St. Peter's basilica, with moie 
than 
40.000 worshippers 
from 


Rome and all over the world in 
attendance. Among the faithful 
were nuns of the Missionary Sis- 
ters of the Sacred Heart, founded 
by St. Frances Xavier. as Mother 
Cabrini henceforth will be known.

World Psychosis 


Dr. Karl Bowman of the Uni- 


versity of California thinks that 
the world of men and of nations 
is mentally ill, and that psychiatry 
would help it. 
And anyone who 


knows the meaning of the word 
psychiatry, and who has looked 
seriously at the suspicion, stiff ei- 
ing. selfishness and indiiference 
which hang like a cloud over that 
world, 
must sometimes suspect 


that the diagnosis and prescrip- 
tion are not greatly exaggerated. 


The world's people, says 
Dr. 


Bowman, "have to a considerable 
which tries to avoid the unpleas- 
ant problems of the world by de- 
nying their existence." (Schizo- 
phrenia, the dictionaiy states, is 
a type ot psychosis characterized 
by loss of contact with environ- 
ment and 
by disintegration of 


personality.) 


In support of his contention 


Dr. 
Bowman says that "there is 


a very considerable percentage of 
individuals who insist that it is 
childish to be coriceined" about 
the atomic bomb and its threat of 
dorid annihilation 


That statement was made be- 


fore the atomic bomb test of June 
30. But what we heard and read 
afterward seemed to bear it out. 


Still, we came across few peo- 


ple who didn't seem disappointed 
in the first test. Radio reception 
wasn't good. 
But, moreover, the 


bomb 
didn't 
make a big boom. 


That seemed more important than 
the known fact that the guinea- 
pig fleet had been considerably 
damaged, and that similar bombs 
—though perhaps of greater effec- 
tiveness—had blown the greater 
part of two cities and their inhab- 
itants to kingdom come. 


Our impression was that people 


weren't relieved that the damage 
had been no worse 
They were 


disappointed 
that 
a 
man-made 


holocaust of unprecedented horror 
didn't develop, with mighty war- 
ships vanishing into thin air. is- 
lands disappearing, and the unveil- 
ing and some fantastic new tech- 
nique of obliterating life. 


It seems generally accepted that 


the four atomic explosions to date 
arc only a primitive employment 
of a force whose potential is infin- 
itely greater. Yet the general re- 
action might be summed up with: 
"Aw. it wasn't so much." 


Maybe that's "cultural sduzop- 


phrema " But maybe it's not so 
murh a manifestation of the im- 
pulse to run away fiom reality 
as a manifestation of the vicari- 
ous bloodthirstiness that leads the 
public to bullfights, to boxing 
bouts in the hope of a knockout, 
and to automobile races in the ex- 
pectation that someone may be 
killed. 


Anyway it isn't comforting. It 


suggests that we Americans, in 
the mash, were hungry for anoth- 
er horror after 
the horror of

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Bottom of Bikini 


Lagoon is Smashed 
by A-Bomb's Power 


One of Unexpected Re- 


sults of Test; Other 
Developments Waited 


Aboard U. S. S. S. Appalachian 


—(AP)—The atomic bomb smash- 
ed the coral on the bottom of Bi- 
kini lagoon 100 feet below the sur- 
face of the vater. 


This was one of the many unex- 


pected blows struck by the air 
bomb released on July 1. These 
blows makt it appear certain that 
navies and ships of the 
future 


must be redesigned even to meet 
the threat of this least formidable 
type of atomic attack. 


Close up pictures taken from the 


photographi' tower show that the 
bombs seared everything in a cir- 
cle of more than a mile in a direct 
blaze of fire. 


A moment after the bomb was 


detonated a terrific tornado roared 
over the entire guinea pig fleet 
This was iv atomic tornado with 
a blowtorch-like center. Its ap- 
parent diameter 
on the 
water's 


surface vvas more than hat a mile 


Photographs show that directly 


under the bomb the water was mo- 
mentarily depressed. 
The water 


was pushed down in a shallow 
saucer. 
Under 
the 
tremendous 


force of the atomic slap, the water 
reacted like ar anvil. 


The smashing ot the coral on 


the bottom occurred about under 
this depression. 
This underwater- 


smash reveakd its piesence by a 
great patch ot water of light tur- 
quoise color. The i M'nial color of 
the lagoon's water is dark emer- 
ald to aim -st 
slate. 
Wherever- 


coral is stirred up in small places 
the color changes to turquoise. 


Damage Not Known 


How much damage was done to 


the lagoon bottom is not known. 
But this blow, through 100 feet of 
water protection, shows how com- 
pletely "out of this world" atom 
bombs are no matter whether they 
are less powerful than the Naga- 
saki bomn or e\en the one that 
laid waste to Hiroshima. 


The photos are a complete vis- 


ual record showing that the first 
Bikini bomb probably 
was 
less 


powerful than the Nagasaki bomb. 
They show not only that the Bi- 
kini cloud was just half as high 
as that at Nagasaki, but the base 
of that cloud, standing like a pil- 
lar of fire and smoke on the 
water, was not more than half the 
diameter of the base of the pillar 
at Nagasaki. 


The first closeup photn shows 


only streamers of bright 
light, 


formless and too fast for the cam- 
era eyes to catch. The second photo 
shows the start of a ball of fire. 
This fire ball is in the exact shape 
of the sun rising just half way 
over the 
horizon. 
This 
atomic 


sun, made entirely of blazuig air, 
is more than a mile wide. It cov- 
ers the battleship Nevada at the 
center of the "target hut only with 
one edge of the ball of fire. 
The 


mam bulk of this atomic sun was 
to the rear and left of the Ne- 
vada. 


The next photd is a surprise. 


The fiieball has momentarily dis- 
appeared 
In its place are what 


looks like fog banks, peihaps near-

Water Converted to Steam 


An explanation ot the steam and 


fog banks i-i that the lagoon sur- 
face under and near the ball of 
fire was converted instantly into 
steam without boiling water. 
At 


temperatures above 3,100 degrees 
water does not boil but turns into 
instant steam. 
At the center of 


this fog and steam bank is rising 
what 
looks 
like a July Fourth 


fireworks display. The position of 
the fireworks is apparently astern 
of the Nevada and in the direction 
of the earner Independence, which 
carried torpedoes, ammunition and 
aviation gasoline.
